British Contraband List Illegal, Russia Declares 


GREATLY IMPAIRS 
NEUTRAL RIGHTS 
ASSERTS MOSCOW 


Reds Reserve Right To 
Claim Compensation for 
Losses Incurred If 
Rules Are Enforced. 


MOSCOW, Oct. 25.—(AP) 
Soviet Russia tonight refused to 
recognize validity of Britain’s 
contraband regulations and in- 
formed the London government 
that she reserved the right to 
claim compensation for any 
losses incurred in enforcement 
of them. 

In a note handed to British 
Ambassador Sir William Seeds 
by Assistant Commissar of Foreign 
Affairs Vladimir Potemkin, the 
Soviet government declared it con- 
sidered the British contraband list 
a violation of the principles of 
international law. 

(Meanwhile, in London, the 
British Press _ Association 
quoted an unnamed London 
authority on international law 
today as saying Seviet Russia's 
objection to the British con- 
traband list was “fantastic.”) 
The Russian note, replying to 

British notification, of,.the contra- 
band list and the establishment of 
contraband control ports, said: 

“The peoples commissariat of 
foreign affairs, on instructions of 
the government of the U. S. S. R., 
has the honor to state the follow- 
ing: 

“The announcement by unilat- 
eral act of the British government 
list of goods proclaimed war con- 
traband in the note of September 
6 violates the principles of inter- 
national law which found their 
general expression in the interna- 
tional declaration of regulations 
of naval warfare of Febrtiary 26, 
1909, gravely impairs the interests 
of neutral countries and destroys 
international trade. 

“Basic Articles.” 

“By including in the lists of 
contraband such articles and goods 
as fuel, paper, cotton, fodder for 
agricultural animals, footwear, 
clothing and materials for their 


manufacture and even all food-" 


stuffs—bread,*> meat, butter, sugar 
and other foodstuffs—the British 
government in fact proclaims con- 
traband basic articles of mass con- 
sumption and creates the possi- 
bility of unlimited arbitrariness in 
classing all articles of popular 
consumption as war contraband.

The same position was taken 
by Almand, Chastain and George 
F. Longino, former commissioner, 
who is president of the Bank of 
Fulton county. 

Longino said he did not own the 
bank but was merely its head. 
One hundred and _ twenty-five 
stockholders own it and derive 
the profits. 

“Employes seeking money from 
this bank needed it and I was glad 
to help them out,” said Longino. 
“They got the money at cheaper 
rates than they could get it else- 
where.” 

“Bank Gave Service.” 


Chastain said virtually the same 
thing about his bank, adding that 
it performed a community service 
and loaned money to employes as 
it would to any responsible citi- 
zen. 

Almand declared he had never 
solicited any insurance from 
county employes but asserted he 
would be glad to write policies for 
any county worker who wanted 
one. 

The commissioners said they 
talked over county affairs gener- 
ally, including the necessity for 
collecting the maximum amount 
of taxes possible this year before 
the strict budget law begins op- 
eration next year.

The committee on schools an- 
nounced “if we are to progress, 
we trust you will approve this 
bond issue of sufficient size so 
as to enable the board of educa- 
tion to take care of expansion.” 

Jury Approved Plan, 

The jury approved the report 
and Jere Wells’ plan to float a 
bond issue which would not add 
to the present tax rate, through 
financing the bonds with money 
now being used in the sinking 
fund for bonds outstanding.

Speaking at an afternoon ses- 
sion which brought bankers here 
from nearly 100 institutions in 
north Georgia, the Atlanta pub- 
lisher said a proper mingling of 
these varied economic factors is 
what will bring real security and 
true prosperity to the south. 

Scope of Development. 

“We need the utmost possible 
development of our resources in 
the fields and the forests and the 
mines and the water,” he declared. 
“We also need manufacturing 
plants, properly located, to take 
these raw products and transform 
them into the articles we buy and 
which we would offer to others 
upon the markets of the nation and 
of the world.” 

Earlier in the afternoon, the 
bankers, in round-table discus- 
sions, heard questions concerning 
social security legislation, wage 
and hour laws and professional 
problems reviewed pro and con. 

Sibley Is Speaker. 

Following a dinner at the Mari- 
etta Golf Club, at which the First 
National Bank was host, delegates 
tonight heard Circuit Court Judge 
Samuel H. Sibley, of Marietta, 
discuss “Georgia Wasted Wealth.” 

Among distinguished bankers at 
the group session were officers of 
the Georgia Bankers’ Association; 
Herbert Huckabee, of Fort Valley, 
president; Charles R. Bradford, of 
Monroe, vice president, and 
Haynes McFadden, of Atlanta, sec- 
retary. 

Mr. Howell said: “When we 
really get the industries, the op- 
portunities for employment, and 
the stabilizing forces which these 
industries represent — when we 
have a balanced workable, com- 
plementary system which they 
represent—then we will have 
achieved the economic possibili- 
ties of the south.” 

Rail Rate Inequalities. 

He cited the matter of inequal- 
ity of railroad rates as one of the 
great difficulties facing the south 
today. 

“Regarded as nothing new and 
having been with us many years,” 
he said,.“southern progress and 
the adveng of southern industry on 
the scale which we now look 
forward were delayed at least two 
generations by discriminatory 
rates, which directly penalized 
our products for the benefits of 
those manufactured in other sec- 
tions. 

He said further: 

“Today, the south {s alive as 
never before to the necessity that 
this artificial situation be ended. 
Here is presented an opportunity 
for every one of us to strike tell- 
ing blows for the advancenient of 
the south. Already we have the 
natural resources, the climate, the 
labor, and favorable working con- 
ditions, Given equality in the mat- 
ter of transportation costs, we 
shall be far along our way to the 
goal of a true prosperity for all 
of our people.”

Four Truck, Bus ‘Scales’ 
Opened in Trattic Survey 


Information To Be Gathered at Stations Is Vitally Neces- 
sary in Planning Future Construction of High- 
ways, Declares Acting Director. 


A new phase of the state-wide 
survey of road and traffic condi- 
tions being conducted in Georgia 
by the highway board’s division of 
planning was launched recently 
with the opening of truck and bus 
“pit scale” stations at four strate- 
gic points in the state, C. W. 
Wright, acting state director, an- 


nounced at the Atlanta headquar- |. 


ters. 

The new stations are located in 
Bartow county, on Route No. 3, 
about two miles south of Carters- 
ville; in Bryan coufity, on Route 
No. 26, 22 miles west of Savannah; 
in Emanuel county, on Route No, 4, 
13 miles south of Swainsboro, and 
in Dougherty county, on Route No. 
3, nine miles south of Albany. 

Equipment at each of the new 

weighing stations consists of paved 
ramps leading to a three-foot-by- 
ten-foot concrete pit in which the 
axle load scales are placed, and a 
“scale house,” which contains a 
dial registering the weight of the 
The scale house is located 
just off the highway and is con- 
nected with the pavement by a 
surfaced driveway, 

Data being gathered at each sta- 
tion include weight, length, height, 
width, and manufacturer’s rated 


capacity of the vehicle, the tire 
sizes, wheel base and commodity 
carried. Use of the most modern 
type of scales permits the driver 
to resume his trip after a stop of 
only from one to three minutes, it 
was stated. The weighing devices 
will be tested at regular intervals 
to assure their accuracy. 

“The information.to be gathered 
at the pit scale stations,” said Mr. 
Wright, “is vitally necessary in 


planning for the future construc- |. 


tion of highways, and we hope to 
have the full co-operation of all 
truck and bus operators... While 
the division of highway planning 
will learn much, during this phase 
of the survey, about loading prac- 
tices of vehicles using Georgia 
roads, I want to stress that the 
division is in no sense a law en- 
forcement agency, but concerns it- 
self solely with determination of 
facts which will aid us in the 
formulation of a scientific highway 
program.” 

The pit scale stations are operat- 
ed in three-week cycles, and only 
one station will be functioning at a 
time. The pit scale working staff 
consists of a party chief and four 
assistants, one of whom records 
the information the others gather.

the ground between the rose bed 
and a possible offending tree. The 
gardner also should avoid putting 
any other flower among roses. 


Zig-Zag Climbing Roses. 


To produce more blooms on 
roses, particularly climbers, the 
vines should not be allowed _ to 
grow straight up, but should be 
trained in a zig-zag fashion up the 
trellis. The horizontal parts of the 
plant will produce many extra 
blossoms, Mrs. Crown promised 
and the entire plant will be 
healthier. 

Most bulbs should be planted at 
once, Mrs. Crown said, though she 
prefers to wait until the middle of 
December to put out tulips. These 
beautiful flowers, which bloom al- 
most exclusively in the spring, 
should be placed one and one-half 
times their own length below the 
surface of the ground and should 
not be placed in manured soil. 
Bulbs, rather, should be fertiliezd 
in the spring after they have fin- 
ished blooming and the tops have 
begun to die down. After the 
foliage is completely withered, the 
surface of the bulb bed may be 
used for shallow rooted annuals 
such as verbina or petunias, in 
order to eliminate a bare space in 
the garden for the summer and 
fall. Mrs. Crown warned that 
bulbs will rot if planted in placés 
where water may stand. 

Get Ready for Spring. 

Mrs. Crown gave a list of things 
which should be done now in the 
garden or in preparation for next 
year’s planting. Among the seeds 
which should be planted now are 
larkspur, sweet peas, corn flowers, 
annual phlox and poppies (except 
the Oriental variety). Pansy plants 
should be set out now, and lilac 
bushes should be given lime at 
the present time. 

Mrs. Crown answered a variety 
of questions from the audience 
yesterday and promised to answer

“The Use of Flowers in Home Dec- 
oration.”

The Dies committee stirred up a 


_ Storm of controversy today by 


making public what it described 
as a “membership and mailing 
list” of the American League for 
Peace and Democracy which in- 
cluded the names of some 500 
government employes. The com- 
mittee previously had branded the 
league a “Communist front or- 
ganization.” 

‘The storm -broke in the com- 
mittee room, on the floor of the 
house of representatives and in 
the offices of federal agencies 
where those names are employed. 

Representative Dempsey, Demo- 
crat, New Mexico, a committee 
member who was absent when the 
names were announced, protested 
that the committee’s action was 
“most damnable” and “most un- 
American.” 

Representative Coffee; Demo- 
crat, Washington, precipitated a 
rough and tumble debate in the 
house by shouting: 

“I call on the house and the 
Roosevelt administration to re- 
pudiate this unwarranted intru- 
sion of American rights which 
violates the principles of Ameri- 
can democracy.” 

Wave of Denials. 

And from the offices of the fed- 
eral employes named, some. of 
whom hold high positions in the 
administration, came a_ steady 
stream of statements. Some de- 
nied they were members of the 
league, others said they had been 
but were no longer active, and 
still others said they merely were 
on the league’s mailing list. Some 
said emphatically they wére not 
Communists. 

Harry C. Lambertson, chairman 
of the Washington branch, said 
the committee’s action Was an 
“outrageous violation of civil 
rights” that could “serve no pos- 
sible public purpose.” He assert- 
ed that it was “utterly false” that 
the league is a Communist front 
organization. 

Along with the names, the com- 
mittee included the salaries of the 
federal employes.

Initiative Needed 

It long has been the claim of ill-informed 
persons that the United States cannot develop 
sufficient trade with the lands to the south to 
make a concerted effort worth while. For the 
first time, however, a really serious study is be- 
ing made of the possibilities by the United 
States government, and preliminary results are 
encouraging. | 

That the development of this trade will be 
a slow process no one can deny. Yet, if it is 
well-founded, this country can establish a long- 
term relationship that will resuft in a stable 
exchange of goods and an opening of the last 
economic frontier, other than Africa, of the 
world. 

American trade with South America has 
flourished in the past, but the boomlets always 
have collapsed because the relationship has 
been one-sided, with this country selling to 
South America and not buying in proportion. 
Of certain goods, North and South America pro- 
duce enough for home consumption and for ex- 
port. Of other goods, both have enough to 
form the-basis for exchange, and in still others 
the development of natural resources will pro- 
vide this country with much-needed imports 
now purchased in other sections of the world 
at the risk of war-stoppage at any time. 

The trade largely will have to be, on the one 
side, of machinery, manufactured goods, engi- 
neering and*development capital and on the 
other of raw materials. Some examples re- 
cently cited by the Department of Commerce 
are rather intriguing. Chile, as a case at point, 
grows large quantities of lentils, most of which 
have been going to Germany. Lentil soup is 
more or less of a rarity in this country, yet it is 
well liked, and ‘there is a trade possibility that 
has never been tapped. At the same time it 
has been estimated that a $10,000,000 increase in 
Chile’s exports to this country will eliminate 
any financial difficulties in increased Chilean 
purchases here. It is rather too much to ex- 


-pect that lentil soup would provide the solu- 


tion, but it would in part, and certainly still 
other trade is possible. 

Another example cited is the fact that the 
United States annually imports $40,000,000 worth 
of goat skins, of which seven-eighths have been 
coming from India and China. Brazil raises 
fine goats. Again, the cashew nuts eaten in 
this country come mainly from Africa. In Bra- 
zil they grow wild, but no one has ever devel- 


oped any trade in them. The hard wood res- 


ervoir of this country is low. Brazil has all 
this country can use, practically at tidewater. 

Experts believe, too, that many of the small 
specialties this country has been importing 
from Europe can be made in the South Ameri- 
can countries. They are now shut off from 
our market, yet the sons of German and Italian 
immigrants in Chile and Argentina could easily 
make them. 

It is not a simple problem, but one which 
challenges the imagination. If it can’t be solv- 
ed, then American business has lost much of 
its initiative. 

Incidentally, Atlanta is the hub for air com- 
munication with the lands to the south. 


Brain Bombardment 

A terrifying example of the truism that new 
inventions bring new problems was seen in the 
recent demonstration of the army’s newest 
weapons of war before the Army Ordnance 
Association at the Aberdeen, Md., proving 
ground. After being subjected to the terrific 
noises of coast defense, anti-tank and anti- 
aircraft guns, observers felt as though they had 
been struck mighty blows by a mighty fist. 

Stephen J. McDonough, Associated Press 
science writer, had the following to say about 
the sounds: “. . . human nerves are subjected 
to a steady beating of intense sound ... the 
effect is like that of a series of heavy blows on 
the body ... the sound effect is like riveting 
magnified 100 times ... after hearing the coast 
defense and anti-aircraft guns during the 
morning the quiet of the lunch hour was al- 
most appalling.” 

Shell-shock is a rather common term to- 
day—coming into everyday usage to describe 
men who became mentally injured by the sound 
of intense gunfire during the first World War. 
Today, the power of guns is much greater than 
it was in 1914. What will be the effect on men’s 
nerves in the present European conflict? Just 
how much noise can the human brain absorb 
without cracking? : 

These are some of the questions which army 
medical officers are trying to answer. One 
thing stands.out obviously, however. It is that 
noise will cause a great many more casualties 
in the present war than during the first world 
conflict. :

HOUSE MARGIN FOR REPEAL. WASHINGTON, Oct. 25.— 
As the senate debate winds 


up, the house’s attitude on repeal of the arms becomes an 
immediate question. As of today, the answer appears to be that, 
while a majority of house members favor repeal, the margin is 
narrow enough to leave plenty of room for accidents. 

Despite reports to the contrary, the repealist strategists are rather 
confident that accidents can be avoided. The house situation was 
among the topics discussed at the White House Monday, when Vice 
President John N. Garner, Senate Majority Leader Alben W. Bark- 
ley and Minority Leader Charles L. McNary conferred with the 
President. Garner is the wisest of all legislative handicappers, and 
familiar with the house’s ways from long experience. Having talked 
with the house leadership, he joined Barkley in reporting to the 
President that the house would approve repeal by a minimum ma- 
jority of from 30 to 37 votes. ; 

Garner said it was his idea, in fact, that the thing was pretty 
much in the bag, and the President agreed with him. As the wily 
old Uvalde squire has kept in the closest touch with the whole neu- 
trality fight, his opinion is extremely significant. 

Garner’s forecast fits in well, moreover, with results independ- 
ently reached by house repealists. Their informal inquiries have 
been concentrated among the three-score Democrats who deserted 
the administration to vote for the Vorys amendment at the last ses- 
sion. They find that enough of these men have changed their posi- 
tion, and that enough recruits have been gained among representa- 
tives not present for the Varys amendment vote to give a clear re- 
peal majority of 15 to 18, counting Democratic votes alone. Re- 
publicans are counted on to supply the extra votes required to make 
up the majority named by Garner. 


ON THE ONE HAND Nevertheless, it would be a grave mis- 
take to suppose that house approval of 


embargo repeal is now a foregone conclusion. The house is a huge 
body, and opinion is closely divided. Before this, the leadership 
has relied on apparent majorities, only to discover that this bloc or 
that had run out at the last minute. In the first reorganization fight, 
for example, the Louisiana representatives and the members of the 
La Follette Progressive group reversed all expectations by voting 
against the bill. 

The house is unusually subject to pressure, and the most vocif- 
erous, if not the most representative, pressure groups are on the 
anti-repeal side. An over-the-week-end deluge of organized Cough- 
linite mail might frighten the members out of their wits. Many 
members, while favoring repeal and believing that a majority of 
their constituents agree with them, feel that the pressure groups are 
of the long-memoried; anti-Saloon League type which expresses its 
resentment at the polls. Some may, therefore, be tempted to duck 
a vote by staying away. House Republican Leader Joseph Martin Jr. 
is perhaps right in saying that 100 members have not yet made up 
their minds, although the repealist checkers reply that only 25 Demo- 


crats are in this category. 


AND ON THE OTHER On the other hand, there is also a pos- 


sibility that the house will approve re- 
peal by a majority well above Garner’s minimum. The senate vote 
is expected to be two to one for repeal, which will inevitably im- 
press the house. The house will be presented with the issue in the 
pleasantest and easiest way, for the plan is to avoid all voting on 
details of policy, merely sending the senate bill to conference and 
then acting on the conference report. 
Then, too, there is more repealist.sentiment among Republicans 
than might be expected. Representative Robert F. Rich, of Penn- 
sylvania, one of the most determined anti-New Dealers in congress, 
favors repeal of the embargo, while opposing any increase in the 
President’s discretion. His fellow Pennsylvanian, Representative S. 
William Ditter, is reported to have objected violently when Ham 
Fish included his name on the list of the Fish anti-repeal propa- 
ganda committee. Possibly Ditter and Rich will end by voting 
against repeal, but there are many others of their type in the same 
state of mind, and a fair percentage may be expected to resolve 
their doubts on the repealist side. , 
Meanwhile, everything possible is being done to hold the repeal- 
ist line. One or two high administration officials who enjoy much 
prestige with congress have already started proselyting. As a last 
resource, perhaps 15 additional votes may be obtained by putting 
the heat on in earnest, with the President mobilizing governors, 
national committeemen and other potent allies to drive house mem- 
bers into the repeal corral. Altogether, house approval of repeal 
is a good bet, but not a certainty. And the only very likely accident 


is overoptimism among the leaders.

Housing is of primary importance. Housing means the removal 
of slums. It means, in the true sense, the creating of housing which 
will rent at a price which will enable those removed from the slum 
to move back into the completed project. : 

No one can care for a slum. No one can defend it. 

Slums grew in our country in the valleys. This was natural. 
In our earlier times and the beginnings of modern sewerage sys- 
tems, the sewers all were open sewers and they ran, inevitably, in 
the valleys. Therefore the adjacent land was not pleasant land. It 
was so undesirable as to be cheap. Therefore, to the section near 
the sewers there went the poor, the degraded, ths criminal, the 
houses of prostitution, and those unwanted or unable to pay, in 
other sections. Later the open sewers were covered over. The slums 
remained, clinging to the valley and the slopes. 

Criminal records, juvenile delinquency records, health records, 
all show the slum as the breeding place of crime, childhood de-+ 
linguency and epidemics. 

It is odd, and yet explained by our system, we just now should 
be at work in removing the slums from our cities.

Atlanta has its slums. The picture of no slum is pretty. 

One mile from the Terminal station in Atlanta, the Atlanta 
Housing Authority discovered, through an independent survey: 

A total of 1,854 dwelling units. 

Of these 1,703 were sub-standard, which meant 92 per cent of 
the dwellings in that section were below decent living standards. 

Amazingly, 697 were without water. 

Without indoor toilets were 1,136. 

Entirely without baths were 1,500. | 

Badly in need of repairs were 1,410. These were unfit for 
occupancy. 

Listed as overcrowded were 556. 

There were 39 white families in the section. 


There were 1,881 negro families. 
Of the 39 white families, 22 had incomes of more than $500 


annually. 
; Of the 1,881 negro families, 1,116 had incomes of more than $500, 
There were more than 800 old-fashioned “privies” in this section. 
This was well within the city limits. There are others like it. 
It need not be thought the “night soil wagons” are gone from 
Atlanta. 

Does it need removing? Does this one example make a loud 
argument for modern housing? Does a democracy, which presum- 
ably advances with the years and which admittedly exists for the 
good of the most people, resist housing? Can there be a single valid 
argument against housing if it produces decent, standard housing at 
a rental which will enable the occupants of slums to move into the 
new quarters? 

Slums just as bad, and worse, may be found in any other city 
in the south; in Chicago, Philadelphia, in Washington, in any city 
one cares to examine. The one above is a brief picture of one of 


our own. 
Housing will go into this particular one and remove it. 


THE EFFECTS OF HOUSING Housing does much to raise 


morale. It is impossible to | 


have any pride, indeed it is impossible for pride not to disappear, 
if there is only dirt, disease, neighboring criminals, sloven, neigh- 
boring prostitutes, and no chance for children to play, to learn 


cleanliness and pride. 

Housing has a healing effect. It raises the level of housing 
in its neighborhood. It creates its own demand. It can provide a 
clean,, warm-in-winter space to live. It can provide a place to 
wash clothes, to bathe, a roof that does not leak, floors that can 
be cleaned. It offers a challenge. It reduces crime, disease, de- 
linquency. 

Housing statistics show there ares some families which have 
dropped so far down the scale they cannot “take” decent housing. 
But about 80 per cent 6f those removed from slums not only can 
take it, but welcome it and thrive in it. There can be no argu- 


ment about that. 

One of the most-terribly uninformed persons is he who says, 
“Oh, they are happier there than anywhere else.” 

The 20 per cent may be. The 80 per cent and the children of 
the 20 per cent are not. They can be made into better citizens 
of a country which potentially offers the most for the individual. 

Housing is not just a theory, a “project” to create work for those 
on relief. Housing is one of the greatest conceptions of our time. 
It is extremely shortsighted to oppose the removal of slums and 
the substitution of decent housing.

A modernized history of New England is likely to mention a 
dreary time long ago when every second home in town and country 
sheltered a more or less harmless maniac driven insane by religion. 

That seems plausible to the layman, for he can see the connec- 
‘tion between emotional experiences and insanity; but when he 
reads that Mussolini has stomach ulcers as a result of anxiety, he 
is likely to scoff. How can mere thoughts or emotions affect the 
physical body or change its tissues? 

The answer is that we are machines, with all parts geared to- 
gether; and since the mind is the central control of the whole ma- 
chine, any disorder it experiences is transmitted to every part, 
Let the carburetor get out of adjustment and the whole car jerks. 

The power of the mind over the body is scarcely suspected out- 
side of India, yet there is abundant evidence that any ordinary 
mortal can think himself into good health or think himself into 
his grave. 

The old-time were laid low by diseases that moderns have con- 
quered but few of them were self-made invalids. They gave less 
anxious thought to health, and they were better adjusted to their 
environment. Farmers waiting on nature learn not to lather them- 
selves with fretting. 

Everybody knows, by his own experience, that emotions can af- 
fect the body. He is excited and his heart races. He is frightened 
and his knees give way. He is worried and his food won't digest. 
He is enraged and it makes him sick. 

These are temporary effects of a temporary cause. Let the 
cause be constant and the effect becomes chronic. 

The curtain of decent privacy which protects married couples 
from the curious conceals many tragedies that result from emotional 
strain. A husband who seems a good fellow is cruel and hateful 
and meanly petty at home, cr a wife who is jolly in public is in 
private a selfish complainer and nagger, taking all and giving 
nothing. In either case, the victim has “poor health.” Never-end- 
ing mental torture, resentment, despair and dread disrupt the func- 
tioning of every nerve and organ and at last send him to a sani- 
torium or a grave. 

Of course there is a preventative, and each if he will can pro- 
tect himself. He can learn sound philosophy and cheerfully refuse 
to care. The things we don’t fret about can’t hurt us.

“Having been a sea captain’s 
wife since 1922, I am not easily 
disturbed, but in this case, after 
waiting 48 hours for some word 
from Joe, I decided to see if I 
could get some information about 
him and his men by getting in 
direct touch with the German and 
Russian governments.

U. S. Sues Railroad Group, 
Charging Rate Conspiracy 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 25.—(>)— 
Charging that the Association of 
American Railroads had conspired 
to prevent co-operation between 
railroads and motor carriers, the 
Justice Department filed a civil 
action today against the association 
and 236 member railroad com- 
panies. 

The action was instituted in 
federal district court for the Dis- 
trict of Columbia. 

The complaint alleged that the 
railroads had “refused to estab- 
lish through rates, joint rates and 
fares, and joint billing arrange- 
ments with motor carriers in 
order to eliminate competition.” 
This policy, the department said, 
was laid down in a resolution 
adopted by the association on June 
25, 1937. 
Rails “Welcome Suit.” 

J. J. Pelley, president of the 
association, said in a statement 
that he weiromed the suit “in 
order that it may be once and for

Cured With Sulfapyridine 


CHICAGO, Oct. 25.—(4)—An- 
nouncement that sulfapyridine 
cured eight of 17 persons suffering 
from pneumococcic meningitis—a 


disease heretofore virtually always 
fatal—-was made today ‘in the 
Journal of the American Medical 
Association. 
The high recovery rate—47 per 
cent—gives assurance that physi- 
cians for the first time have a def- 
initely effective treatment for the 
ailment, which causes inflamma- 
tion of a membrane of the spinal 
cord and brain. 
The successful cases contrasted 
sharply with a mortality rate of 
100 per cent in 29 victims who did 
not receive the new drug because 
they had the disease before this 
treatment was developed. 
Physicians Report Success. 
Three Baltimore physicians, 
Horace L, Hodes, Harry S. Gimbel 
and George W. Burnett, had the 
success with sulfapyridine, or its 
sodium salt, in the largest test of 
the drug reported for this disease. 
Only 14 other treatments with sul-

In such event, they said, Hun- 
gary probably would be forced to 
move immediately into Transyl- 
‘Vania, which she lost to Rumania 
after the World War, as a “self- 
défense” measure to secure the 
Carpathian mountains as a barrier 
against any further Communist 
expansion into céntral Europe. * 


Indications Lacking. 


Clear indications of Russian in- 
tentions against Bessarabia have 
been lacking so far, however. Ru- 
mania has received official as- 
surances that Moscow has no de- 
mands on that former Soviet ter- 
ritory. 

Rumanian officials have main- 
tained stoutly that their country 
would fight, even without Allies 
if necessary, to maintain her ter- 
ritorial integrity, but diplomats 
pointed out that: 

1. Turkey, aligned with Ru- 
mainia in the Balkan entente, was 
exempted from fighting Russia 
under her new mutual assistance 
pact with Britain and France. 

2. The western powers already 
have closed their eyes to the So- 
viet march into Poland. Would 
they do likewise in event of a 
similar action in Rumania? 

Back Hungary. 

3. Italy and Yugoslavia are au- 
thoritatively reported nere to be 
backing Hungary, should she ad- 
vance to the Carpathians in Ru- 
mania—occupying the former 
Hungarian province of Transyl- 
vania in the meantime—to hold 
that natural barrier against Come 
munism. 

Some diplomats even said they 
believed Britain and France 
would favor any Hungarion 
march into Transylvania as erect- 
ing a barrier against Communism 
if they saw it impossible to pre- 
vent a Soviet march into Bess- 
arabia.

consideration of neutrality prob- 
lems, irritated some Republicans 
and Democrats in congress today. 

Administration leaders general- 
ly refrained from public comment, 
but Senator. Minton of Indiana, 
the Democratic whip, observed 
that this was no time to discuss 
such matters—that there would be 
plenty of time to do so next year. 
And Senator Thomas, Democrat, 
Utah, an administration support- 
er who hrads the senate labor 
committee, observed: 

“No Time for Politics.” 

“This is the very worst time to 
be talking about politics, while the 
senate is discussing a non-partisan 
neutrality measure. Therefore, I 
have nothing to say at the present 
time.” 

Senator Vandenberg, Republi- 
can, Michigan, Senator Burke, 
Democrat, Nebraska, a critic of 
many administration policies but a 
supporter of its pending proposal 
to repeal the ban against arms 
shipments to warring nations, and 
Represeni .tive Drewry, Democrat. 
Virginia, chairman of the Demo- 
cratic congressional committee, 
were among those who took issue 
with the view expressed by Wal- 
lace. 

Enthusiastic Error. 

Vandenberg commented: 

.“T am unable to understand why 
a war against unprecedented dic- 
tatofial power abroad should be a 
reason why America must em- 
brace unprecenedented ° executive 
authority at home. Secretary Wal- 
lace has made another enthusias- 
tic error.” 

Drewry said he was opposed to 
a third term for anyone.

No Names Mentioned, But 
German Says Fuehrer 
Was Defamed.

SAN JOSE, Costa Rica, Oct. 25. 
La Semana Comica, a San Jose 
weekly paper devoted mainly to 
political satire, recently published 
a cartoon depicting a “dangerous 
criminal who is still at large”’— 
no names mentioned. ‘ 

A few days later the German 
charge d’affaires in Central 
America, Richard von Heynitz,

formally lodged with the Costa 
Rican minister of foreign affairs 
an accusation against the publisher 
of La Semana Comica of defaming 
offensively Adolf Hitler, chief of 
the German state. 

The charge was brought under 
the unpopular Gurdian law, 
which prohibits personal attacks 
through the medium of the press 
on the rulers or representatives of 
friendly nations. Von Heynitz has 
also asked for court action against 
the weekly. 

Apart from the comical aspect 
of the matter, in so far as the of- 
fending cartoon bore no name— 
making one wonder why the Ger- 
man diplomat was so sure it was 
a portrait of Herr Hitler—the 
Costa Ricans are aroused by this 
latest move, by German diplomatic 
representatives to censor their 
publications and films. A few 
weeks ago, the German envoy 
“persuaded” the Costa Rican gov- 
ernment to ban the film, “Con- 
fessions of a Nazi Spy,” which 
was then showing in every other 
Latin-American country, on the 
grounds that the film was “offen- 
sive” to Germany. 

What the Costa Ricans like least 
of all in the cartoon case is the 
tone of the German _ diplomat’s 
note. The note states that the pub- 
lication of such items might se- 
riously prejudice the friendly re- 
lations now existing between the 
two countries and demands that 
the Costa Rican government take 
immediate and effective steps to 
prevent such disagreeable incidents 
in future. 

Half-Page Editorial. 


In a half-page editorial entitled, 
“In the Face of the Threat,” the 
Diario de Costa Rica, San Jose’s 
chief morning paper, leaps to tl.e 
defense of the editor of La Se- 
mana Comica and goes so far as 
to reproduce the offending cartoon 
as a direct challenge to the Ger- 
man charge d’affaires to bring an 
accusation against it as well. The 
editorial observes that if is all very 
ven for the German representa- 
ive to suggest that it would be a 
pity to jeopardize the existing 
friendly relations between ‘Costa 
Rica’ and Germany, and then 
pointedly asks why the Germans 
themselves took advantage of 
these friendly relations to hood- 
wink the Costa Rican authorities 
by having the interned Nazi ship, 
the Havelland, take out clearance 
papers from Puntarenas for Pan- 
ama on October 8 and immediate- 
ly proceed to convert the _ ship 
into a commerce raider and sub- 
marine supply ship on the high 
seas. 
The Diario editorial points out 
that other newspapers throughout 
Latin America are daily printing 
anti-Hitler cartoons and articles 
without any protest from the Ger- 
man representatives, and then 
asks: “Why the distinction in the 
case of Costa Rica?”

Athenia Had $59,000,000 
For War Purchases, Report 


U.S. Said To Be Investigating “Impressive Evidence” Boat 
Carried Gold, Securities To Underwrite British Buy- 
ing; “Nazis Had This Information,” Source Says. 


NEW YORK, Oct. 25.—(4)— 
The Daily News says the Depart- 
ment of Justice is investigating 
“impressive evidence that the 
Germans sank the liner Athenia 
because they were convinced she 
carried a treasure of $59,000,000 
in gold and securities to under- 
write British war purchases.” 

The evidence came from sources 
close to two German marine sal- 
vage companies which have spe- 
cialized in learning the exact 
manifests of treasure-bearing ves- 
sels, the News says, and from a 
chance remark dropped by a 
newly-arrived German naval at- 
tache in Washington. 

The remark, according to the 
News, was: 

“From the moment the Athenia 
sank, Krupp (a _ salvage firm) 
marked it as the world’s richest 
wreck.” 


“According to the report now 
being investigated,” the News 
went on, a London agent of the 
salvage companies obtained a copy 
of the Athenia’s manifest from 
the underwriters of her cargo. It 
was said to have included the fol- 
lowing items: 

“$22,000,000 in gold metal. 

“$37,000,000 in negotiable se- 
curities. 

“The German companies and 
the German admiralty had this in- 
formation before the Athenia sail- 
ed from Liverpool and Glasgow 
on her fateful voyage.” 

The newspaper said it had con- 
tacted Eric Redford, Canadian 
representative of the Athenia’s 
owners, the Donaldson-Atlantic 
Line, in Montreal, who said he 
was “not aware that there was 
any gold on the Athenia.”

Johnson’s Amendment. 

Johnson explained that his pur- 
pose was to make such an im- 
portant development as the appli- 
cation of the bill’s cash and carry 
and other provisions subject not 
to one man’s judgment but auto- 
matic with the outbreak of war. 

The sponsors of the bill, joined 
by several opponents of the 
measure, including Senator Van- 
denberg, Republican, Michigan, 
replied that the cumbersome and 
restrictive provisions of the law 
would, under the Johnson amend- 
ment, be applied in the case of 
small and inconsequential wars, 
far away and of no direct conse- 
quence to American lives or trade. 

The second Johnson amend- 
ment, to eliminate the provision 
permitting congress to determine 
the existence of a state of war and 
apply the neutrality act was a cor- 
rollary of the first. With invoca- 
tion of the law made automatic 
and mandatory upon the Presi- 
dent, there was no reason, he add- 
ed, to include a provision for’ ac- 
tion alternatively by congress. 

Arguing for his amendment to 
restrict exports, Senator La Fol- 
lette said every economic prob- 
lem that has confronted the Unit- 
ed States in the last two decades 
could be traced to the economic 
boom here—with its later collapse 
—caused by the World War. 

“If this measure passes as it 
came from the committee,” he 
said, “there is not a single pro- 
vision which will prevent the dis- 
tortion of the American economy 
and the intensification of every 
industrial, financial and agricul- 
tural problem in the United States 
now.” 

Morgenthau Replies. 

Senator Vandenberg, during the 
day, presented a letter from Sec- 
retary Morgenthau saying; in an- 
swer to an inquiry by the senator, 
that the treasury’s $2,000,000,000 
stabilization fund hag, since the 
war begah, engaged in no opera- 
tions to support foreign curren- 
cies. 

“If there is a war in any coun- 
try,” he wrote, “before we would 
use the stabilization fund or any 
money in the treasury to assist 
any country in prosecuting that 
war, I would come up before the 
proper committee and ask for 
guidance.” 

Another La Follette amendment 
which must be disposed of before 
the final vote is one reviving the 
perennial: proposal for a national 
referendum before congress could 
declare an overseas war. The 
Wisconsin senator’s amendment, 
introduced today, would make the 
results of the referendum merely 
ewhferas£ and not binding upon

BRITISH — SEAS 
FOR NAZI RAIDERS 


Claim Scout Planes Fly Over 
Berlin and Krupp Muni- 
tion Works.

LONDON, Oct. 25.—(#)—British 

naval forces, cast for a leading 

role ig the near-at-hand winter 


campaign, hunted the seas tonight 
for elusive German submarines 
and .surface raiders combining in 
new attacks on the nation’s vital 
shipping. 

In a heavy blow off Spain, Ger- 
man raiders were credited with 
sinking four merchant craft yes- 
terday, strengthening the . belief 
that Nazi submarines raiding the 
sea lanes hac been augmented by 
the pocket battleship Deutschland 
and the Emden II, namesake of 
the famed World War phantom 
cruiser.” 

These sinkings, in which Britain 
lost 17,671 tons of ships in a single 
day, bringing her losses thus far 
to 45 ships, also give rise to 
speculation that an entire convoy 
had been attacked. 

The news of these losses reach- 
ed British readers at about the 
same time the air ministry an- 
nounced Royal air force scouting 
expeditions had stcceeded_ in 
reaching.Berlin, Hamburg and 
Magdeburg in night flights. Mag- 
deburg is the site of a branch of 
the Krupp munition works, 200 
miles from the German coast. 

The full extent ‘of the day’s 
shipping losses was not passed for 
publication untii today when a 
cryptic admiralty statement said 
that three of the victims, the 
4,413-ton Tafna, the 3,528-ton 
Ledbury and the 2,474- ton Menin 
Ridge had been “fired upon.” 

The. British Press Association 
said the fourth ship, the 7,256-ton 
Clan Chisholm, was sunk “presum- 
ably by a U-boat while on a home- 
ward voyage to Britain.” 

All were sunk in the same vi- 
cinity—about 80 miles west of the 
Straits of Gibraltar. Eighty-nine 
persons were reported dead or 
missing. 

London newspapers, mindful of 
the heavy losses inflicted on Brit- 
ish shipping in the World War by 
German surface raiders, asked the 
question: Have these warships, far 
raore potent than submarines, 
slipped into Atlantic shipping 
lanes? 

News agency reports headed 
“British steamer (Stonegate) sunk 
by pocket battleship” were passed 
for publication. 

On the basis of known speed 
records and armament Britain has 
only three warships—the battle 
cruisers Repulse, Renown and 
Hood—both fast and powerful 
enough to overtake and conquer 
Germany’s pocket battleships. 


21 U.S. VESSELS 
‘DETAINED’ IN WAR 


State Department Reveals 
British Held 12, French 


Six and Germans Three. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 25.—(P)— 
The state department disclosed 
tonight that 21 American vessels, 
including the City of Flint, had 
been detained. by belligerents 
since September 1 for examina- 
tion of papers or cargo. 

Twelve were detained by the 
British, six by the French and 
three by the Germans, the de- 
partment said. It noted that “all 
cases of detention may not have 
been reported.” 

Most of the vessels were held 
for a few days or a week for ex- 
amination of papers or cargo and 
then released. Two, however, 
still are being detained by the 
British, These are the Sundance, 
of the South Atlantic S. S. Com- 
pany, which was detained in Lon- 
don October 11: and the Oakman, 
of the Lykes Bros. S. S. Com- 
pany, detained on October 13@ 

The cargoes of two of the ships 
were requisitioned by the British. 
One of these, the Saccarappa, of 
the South Atlantic S. S. Company. 
was carrying phosphate and cot- 
ton; the other, the wgrrior, of the 
Waterman S. S. Corporation, was 
carrying phosphate. 

Secretary of State Hull said at 
his press conference today that 
where cargoes had been taken 
from American ships by the Brit- 
ish, they were purchased from the 
owners. 

The only complaints by owners 
of the vessels, he said, have. been 
of delay in releasing the ships aft- 
er examination, and the departe 
ment has made efforts to expedite 
their release. 

Aside from the City of Flint, 
which was seized by a German 
raider and taken to Kola Bay, 
Russia, the ships detained by Ger- 
man authorities have been held 
only for a matter of hours,

Chinese Assert That Retreat 
of Enemy Cost Them 
Heavily. 


HENGYANG, Hunan Province, 
China, Oct. 25.—(4)—General Pai 


Chung-Hsi, considered one of 
China’s ablest military strategists, 
today predicted a new Japanese 
offensive southward from Hankow 
as soon as the invading forces re- 
cover from recent heavy losses. 

Chinese assert that the Chang- 
sha offensive, which Generalis- 
simo Chiang Kai-Shek’s troops 
turned back two weeks ago, cost 
Japan heavily in man-powWer and 
morale. 

Evidence presented to foreign 
correspondents during a week’s 
tour of the Hunan battlefields ap- 
peared to support Chinese claims 
that the Japanese retreated hastily 
and in disorder. Along the entire 
route north of Changsha aban- 
doned Japanese munitions and 
other supplies were found. 

The Japanese have taken new 
positions about 80 miles north of 
Changsha near the Yangtze. 

General Pai, deputy chief of the 
Chinese general staff, said after 
touring the region that he believed 
it would take the Japanese two 
months to recover from. the 
Changsha campaign and that they 
would launch a new drive either 
in the same direction or westward 
up the Yangtze valley toward 
Ichang.

sumer’s quota of cotton to its cur- 
rent point than have the manu- 
fatcuring or producing branches of 
-the industry.” 

Speaks From Shoulder. 

“If you are unaware of the ways 
and means, the methods. and de- 
vices, whereby modern American 
husiness draws an extra fraction- 
a’ demand out of the average con- 
sumer by raising his standard of 
living,” he told the institute mem- 
bers, “you don’t belong in an in- 
dustry which automatically 
touches more consumers than any 
other outside the food field. The 
methods are observed by you on 
every side: they are the standard 
methods of American distribution. 
Initiative in their undertaking 
does not belong in Washington.” 

“What the average consumer 
- does with cotton,” said Hollister, 
whether he consumes more or less, 
is wholly up to those who have 
the major self-interest in the pro- 
duction and distribution of cotton.

Brought to trial, she twice was 
sentenced to be hanged but finally 
in 1933 was adjudged insane. 

Because of her temper Mrs. 
Judd became known during her 
trial as the “blonde tigress.” 

Mrs. Judd took an interest in 
beauty culture after her confine- 
ment and spent much of her time 
dressing the hair of fellow inmates. 


Guards Warned. 


Recently the State Board of 
Beauty Culturists complained to 
Governor Jones that Mrs. Judd 
was competing with licensed op- 
erators by dressing the hair’ of 
nurses and attendants. 


When this activity was curbed, 
Mrs. Judd conceived the idea she 
was being persecuted. Guards had 
been warned to watch her closely. 


Mrs. Judd occupied a_ small, 
private room inside the woman’s 
ward. The doors to the ward are 
locked and the windows barred. 
Guards remain.on duty constantly. 

Hospital authorities said Mrs. 
Judd had been expecting a visit 
from her husband, Dr, W. C. Judd, 
a patient at the Veterans’ hospital 
at Sawtelle, Cal. 


HUSBAND HOPES 
FUGITIVE WILL GIVE UP 

LOS ANGELES, Oct. 25.—(P)— 
Dr. William C. Judd, husband of 
the escaped Arizona trunk slayer, 
today expressed a “fervent hope 
that Winnie Ruth will give herself 
up—she can gain nothing by her 
escape.” 

Dr. Judd is a patient at the Vet- 
erans’ hospital in West Los An- 
geles. 

“If my words can reach her, this 
is what I say to my wife: ‘Sur- 
render to the nearest officers of 
the law, wherever you are, for 
only disaster awaits you if you at- 
tempt to remain in hiding or to 
continue your flight.’” he said. 

Dr. Judd expressed the belief 
that Mrs. Judd “acted on the spur 
of the moment, as insane persons 
often do.”

Former Chief of Staff Re- 
ported Ousted as Head of 
Forces in Poland.

PARIS, Oct 25.—A a hheratihint 


plot against the Hitler regime and 
the confinement of a number of 
high German officers as a result 
of a police investigation is report- 
ed by the Zurich correspondent of 
the “Le Journal.” A former chief 
of the German army staffs list- 
ed among those involved. 

General Baron Curt von Ham- 
merstein-Equord, the former chief 
of staff, the correspondent wrote 
on the basis of “rather precise in- 
formation,” had been appointed 
commander of the German army 
of occupation in Poland but was 
relieved of that command before 
he could take it over. 

General Hammerstein was a 
close friend of the former Chan- 
céllor Kurt von Schleicher who 
was slain by Hitler during the fa- 
mous “blood purge.” 

General Joachim von Stuelpna- 
gel, the dispatch said, was another 
of the high officers either con- 
fined to barracks or relieved of 
commands. Stuelpnagel, it was re- 
ported, was relieved as head of 
the reserve forces in the third 
corps area, 

General Hammerstein, a strong 
supporter of the Democratic Wei- 
mar republic, was a member of 
the German Armistice Commis- 
sion. He served as chief of staff 
from September, 1930, until Jan- 
uary, 1934. He was said to have 
resigned in a disagreement with 
Der Fuehrer.

the peaceful population and por- 
tends innumerable calamities for 
the masses of people. 

“It is known that universally 
recognized principles of interna- 
tianal law do not permit air bom- 
bardment of peaceful population 
of women, children and aged peo- 
ple, 

“On the same grounds: the So- 
viet government deems it not per- 
missible to deprive a peacefil 
population of foodstuffs, fuel and 
clothing and thus subject children, 
women. and aged people and ‘in- 
valids to every hardship and to 
starvation by proclaiming goods of 
popular consumption as war con- 
traband. 

“Proceeding from the above, the 
Soviet government declares that it 
does not agree to the note of the 
British government of September 
6 and refuses to recognize any 
validity of this note. 

“The government of the.-U. S. 
S. R., similarly declares that it 
does not agree to th: British note 
of September 11. and that it does 
not recognize any validity of this 
note informing the U. S. S. R. of 
unilateral institutions by the 
British government of a system of 
control of merchant ships of neu- 
tral countries in ports specially 
designated for this purpose by the 
British government. 

Wholly Unfounded. 

“The Soviet regards as wholly 
unfounded and arbitrary the de- 
mand for obligatory calling of 
these ships at the above ports, re- 
inforced in addition, by a threat 
of forcible bringing of ships into 
these ports. 

“Such measures violate the ele- 
mentary principles of the freedom 
of merchant shipping. Nor do 
they conform to the international 
declaration of February 26, 1909 
and the decision of The Hague 
tribunal of May 6, 1913 in the case 
of the French steamer ‘Carthage.’ 

“Simultaneously, the Soviet 
government cannot fail to declare 
that merchant ships af the U. S. S. 
R. are state property and for this 
reason alone should not be sub- 
jected to any measures of com- 
pulsion applied to  privately- 
owned merchant ships. 

“On the strength: of the above, 
the government of the U. S. S. R. 
reserves its right to claim from 
the British government of com- 
pensation for losses to organiza- 
tions, institutions or citizens of the 
U. Si S. R. by the above men- 
tioned measures of the British 
government and actions of British

Epnueval sentiment is embodied in the spirit of the party to be 
given at Pinebloom this afternoon, when members of Alfred H. 
Colquitt Chapter of Daughters of the Confederacy gtve a tea at Mrs. 
Preston S. Arkwright’s home in Druid Hills, for delegates attending 


the forty-fourth state convention. 


The chapter is named fer Senator 


Alfred H. Colquitt, father of Mrs. Arkwright, who lived at Pinebloom, 
his ante-bellum plantation in Baker county near Albany, when the War 


Between the States was declared. 


As young Captain Colquitt, he formed his regiment and marched 
away to defend the Confederate cause, which was uppermost in and 


dearest to his heart. 


When Mrs. Arkwright became the hospitable 


chatelaine, of her Druid Hills estate, she named it Pinebloom because 


of the sentiment connected with 
her childhood home. 


The ‘silver service and exqui- 
site blue-bordered china, cen- 
tered with birdlike motifs, to be 
used at today’s party, were pack- 
ed in barrels and buried in the 
ground by Mrs. Arkwrighf’s 
mother when Confederate run- 
ners declared “‘the Yankees are 
coming.” In his march from At- 
lanta, General William Sherman 
was pressing Federal forces to- 
ward the sea, hence the reason 
for hiding the treasures owned 
by Mrs. Colquitt. 

When, as Senator Colquitt, 
Mrs. Arkwright’s father moved 
his family to Washington, D. C., 
potentates and grandeés dined on 
the china and drank coffee and 
tea from the silver service. Among 
those dining at the Colquitt home 
and partaking of delectable viands 
from this very same china was 
Mrs. Walter D. Lamar, president 
general of Daughters of the Con- 
federacy, whose father, James H. 
Blount, was congressmar from 
Georgia, and moved his family to 
the national capital when Mrs. 
Arkwright lived there. As the 
former Dorothy Colquitt and 
Dorothy Blount, they spent their 
young ladyhood in Washington in 
the company of important people. 

When Jim Blount, Mrs. La- 
mar’s brother, gave Mrs. Ark- 
wright a silver souvenir spoon 
with the bowl engraved with the 


old fort near Macon and a minia- 
ture Confederate -monument 
forming the handle, he had it en- 
graved, “To one of two Doro- 
thys from the brother of the 
other.” Mrs, Lamar will grace to- 
day’s party as the distinguished 
president general of United 
Daughters of the Confederacy. 


Gracious and charming Mrs. 
Arkwright will. be assisted in dis- 
pensing a: rare quality of hospi- 
tality by her sister, Mrs. George 
P. Howard, daughter of Senator 
Colquitt; his: granddaughters, Mrs. 
Glenville Giddings and Mrs. Rus- 
sell Bridges Jr., and his great- 
granddaughters, Dorcthy Gid- 
dings and Anne Arkwright. Mrs. 
Walter T. Colquitt Jr. and Mrs. 
Preston S. Arkwright Jr. will pour 
coffee and Mrs. Russell Bridges 
Jr. and’ Mrs. Wright Bryan will 
pour tea.

‘Doctor Discusses 
Heredity Versus 


Environment 
By Dr. William Brady. 


Perhaps there is, after all, some- 
thing in the idea that every one 
has more or less complex person- 
ality, a dual personality, though 
not necessarily an alternating one 
such as the Jekyll-Hyde fantasy. 
At any rate there is a rhythmic 
periodicity in all life processes 
and particularly in bodily func- 
tions. The endocrinologists and 
the psychologists maintain that a 
normal individual is heterosexual 
only because his or her homosex- 
ual tendencies were arrested, dis- 
placed or overlaid by teretosexual 
(normal) inclinations, tendencies 
and behavior before they develop- 
ed to a noticeable degree. That is 
the psychological view; the endo- 
crinological or physiological view 
is that there is a certain amount 
of masculine ductless gland struc- 
ture and hormone or internal se- 
cretion, and a certain amount of 
feminine in every individual, and 
the predominance of one over the 
other i the growth and develop- 
ment of the individual determines 
personality, behavior and bodily 
formation and mental character. 
Here again arises the question of 
heredity versus environment. 
Your ductless glands are your in- 
heritance. Still, environment, in- 
struction and example, early asso- 
ciations, the type of persons the 
child plays with in preschool days 
and asscociates with in the early 
teens, unquetionably have as great 
influence upon the personality and 
character of the finished job. The 
job is finished, as a rule, by the 
time the child is 25 years of age.

The correspondent does 
criticise the doctor. Perhaps the 
doctor knew from the first what 
the condition was. If he did know, 
perhaps he did right. It would 
be the best course in any case to 
leave it to the judgment of the 
family doctor and any responsi- 
ble member of the family whether 
to tell the victim of cancer the 
truth or to deal with the prob- 
lem as the family doctor did in 
this instance. At least that is 
my opinion,

Ideas Are Important 
In Art of Cooking

It is said there is nothing new 
under the sun, but while that may 
be true, still there are things that 
if not new to 
everyone under 
the sun, might 
be new to you 
or me.

“Ideas” and if 
theyre new 
ideas, so much 
the better. 

To crisp wilt- 
ed vegetables: 
Cover with cold 
ati , “= water and iet 
stand several hours in refrigerator. 
To make celery curls: Cut small 
stalks or short pieces of celery 
lengthwise into thin shreds, cut- 
ting to within 1-2 inch of the 
leaves. Place in ice water to curl. 

To obtain fresh onion juice: Cut 
thick slice from. top of onion. 
Sprinkle with salt. Scrape upward 
with knife, letting juice fall into 
bowl or cup. 

To make carrot flowers: Scrape 
tender carrots. Make lengthwise 
cuts 1-8 inch deep into carrots. 
Cut crosswise into paper thin 
slices. Put slices in ice water an 
hour or so to curl the petals. 

To pickle beets: Cook, skin, 
then slice, if large beets are used. 
Heat liquor left from sweet picklés 
to boiling point and pour over 
beets. Cool, then chill. They may 
be kept in refrigerator indefi- 
nitely. 

To marinate: This means to let 
stand in an acid-oil mixture to 
become flavored with it. 

To Julienne vegetables: Slice 
vegetables thinly.. Place two or 
three slices together, cut length- 
wise into narrow strips, about 1-4 
inch broad. 

To measure less than a cup of 
solid fat: Subtract amount of fat 
needed from 1 cup. Fill with that 
amount of water, then add fat un- 
til 1 cup mark is reached. For in- 
stance if 1-3 cup of fat is needed, 
fill measuring cup 2-3 full of wa- 
ter, adding fat until water mark

Recommends 5-Y ear 
MembershipProgram 


ALBANY, Ga., Oct. 25.—(7)— 
Mrs. Mary Scott Russell, state 
president of the W. C. T. U., to- 
day recommended that her or- 
ganization launch a comprehen- 
sive, five-year membership pro- 
gram. 

She told the 56th annual con- 
vention that an effort should be 
made not only for larger mem- 
bership but also “for a more ef- 
ficient and better informed mem- 
bership.” An early increase in the 


budget also was urged “so that 
the state may avail itself con- 
stantly of the work of the direc- 
tor of alcohol education, Miss Es- 
telle Bozeman, of Hawkinsville.” 

Today’s afternoon session was 
given over largely to reports by 
district presidents and a recep- 
tion was held tonight. 

Opening the convention last 
night, Mrs. Russell charged that 
the legislature “kidnaped the 
Georgia prohibition law from the 
people” when it voted the state’s 
present local option law in 1938. 
She declared arguments of repeal 
proponents sounded like “the 
same unreason” used by Adolf 
Hitler. 

Mrs. Russell also deplored use 
of liquor tax revenues for schools 
saying that if the state must have 
such revenue “let it go to the 
jails, the almshouses, the insane 
asylums and the criminal courts 
which it helps to create.” 

Mrs. Carter Wright, of Roanoke, 
Va., told the group liquor was 
chief among the “destructive for- 
ces daily making further en- 
croachments” upon America. 

“Today our nation is spending 
billions and billions for defense 


.| against foreign invasion and calm- 


ly harboring within our gates that 
monstrosity of foes—strong drink.”

Of MacPhail 


Dodger Suggests Battle 
of Second, Third Place 
Clubs, Etc.

NEW YORK, Oct. 25.—()— 
Never at a loss for an idea, Gen- 
eral Manager Larry MacPhail, of 


‘the Brooklyn Dodgers, came out 


today in favor of turning the 
World Series into a free-for-all 
between the 16 big league clubs. 

Specifically, the red-headed 
genius of Flatbush said he would 
suggest at the mid-winter meeting 
in Cincinnati that there be eight 
play-offs next October instead of 
the customary one, thus settling 
the auestion of supremacy between 
the National and American leagues 
with a vengeance. 

Under the MacPhail plan the 
World Series between the flag- 
winning clubs would be played 
exactly as at present. Then there 
also would be a play-off between 
the second-place teams, the third- 
placers, and so on down fo a fierce 
inter-league struggle between, say, 
the Phillies and the St. Louis 
Browns. 

“Each game in the inter-league 
series would count equally, Larry 
proposes, “and the league winning 
the greater number of games 
would hold for one year a trophy 
emblematic of league supremacy. 
“‘No fair-minded person ques- 
tions the World Series accomplish- 
ments of the Yankees,” he added. 
“But the Yankees Lave also over- 
whelmed the American league. 
Their unbroken string of successes 
has created an impression in some 
quarters that the American -is the 
stronger league. This does not nec- 
essarily follow. Many are con- 
vinced the National is the better- 
balanced league.” 

The idea apparently was Mac- 
Phail’s own brain child, for Presi- 
dent Ford Frick, of the National 
league, said this was the first he 
had heard of it. 

President Horace Stoneham, of 
the Giants, said it wasn’t a Db: : 
idea, but that it needed to be toned 
down. He suggested that series be- 
tween the first three or four clubs 
in each league would be ample for

Short War Envisaged, Due 
to British Blockade,

WEST POINT, Ga., Oct. 25.— 
World War No. 2 will be a short 
war, Dr. C. B. Gosnell, head of 


the political science department of 
Emory University, told the West 
Point Lions Club today. 


Dr. Gosnell, who recently re- 
turned from an extensive tour of 
Europe, predicted victory for the 
Allies through control of petro- 
elum, supplemented by the Brit- 
ish blockade, with a resulting in- 
ternal collapse of Germany. 

“Hitler’s plans to obtain oil 
from Rumania have been stymied 
by the Allies’ pact with Turkey,” 
the speaker explained. “Russia 
lacks organizing ability, mechani- 
cal equipment and engineering 
knowledge to get oil to Germany.” 

The speaker declared that “by 
spring, Hitler will be compelled 
to ground at least half of his air 
force, and then his other planes 
would begin to wear out.” Ger- 
many,

Discussing America’s hopes for 
peace, Dr. Gosnell declared “the 
United States, in the name of right 
and justice, and for her own pro- 
tection, should repeal the embargo 
clause in the neutrality act.”
